Under Itthey become ex- 


tremely corpulent and unwieldy. 
At 


length they turn over and float on their 
backs. 
Finally they die. 
But in nine 


cases out of ten one dose of castor oil 
cures this disease ina day. 
Fish often 


lose appetites, become thin and weak 
and apathetic. 
Their trouble then is 


stomachic, 
and nux vomica, with them 


as with human 
beings, affords quick 


relief. 
A drop of dilute uux vomica 


willbring back a fish's appetite, re- 
store Its weight and make itactive and 
cheerful.—New York Tribune. 


Admirable results are obtained by 


dosing fish with medicines.- Castor oil, 
for swelling of the swimming bladder, 
Isa remedy that seldom fails. 
A fish's 


dose of castor oil Is one drop, diluted 
slightly. 
The liquid may be adminis- 


tered either with a spoon or with a 
quill toothpick. 
The process 
In each 


case is similar. The fish is held Inan 
erect position, Its head well up, and the 
drippings 
from the toothpick or the 


contents of the spoon are directed Into 
Its mouth.- 
Sometimes 
they flow forth 


again through 
the gills, and in this 


event the dose must be repeated. 


Stripping Is an operation resorted 
to 


when, In the breeding season, the fish, 
through some 
malady or other, does 


not deposit naturally its eggs 
or Its 


milt. 
The patient in this operation is 


held with the left hand while with the 
right a firm pressure 
is exerted along 


Its sides from the breast down to the 
tail. Stripping Is the least dangerous 
of all the operations In fish surgery. »s 


The knife Is used on fish to remove 


tumors or lacerated scales or splintered 
bones, which, unexcised, 
would cause 


the fish's death. 
Lacerations 
of the 


scales are only treated when they are 
so severe that the fish without treat- 
ment would surely die. 
This operation 


is successful Inabout 70 per cent of the 
cases. 
The remaining 30 per cent die 


because their wounds do not beal. 


One of them is the trimming of tails 


enlarged 
to unwieldiness 
by growths 


of fungus. 
Inthis work sharp shears, 


withblades oddly curved—fish shears- 
are employed. 
The fish Is liftedfrom 


the 
water and held head downward 


while its tail is being trimmed. 
Adex- 


terous operator 
gets through 
the work 


in two or three minutes. 
There Is no 


flow of blood and no gaping wound 
that willnot heal; hence tail trimming 
is in nine cases 
out of ten successful. 
Itmust be resorted 
to often with Jap- 


anese 
goldfish, 
for these 
costly 
and 


graceful 
creatures, 
with their resem- 


blance to strange 
golden flowers, have 


tails bigger than their bodies, and when 
their tails, as frequently happens, 
be- 


come affected with fungus, they are un- 
able to swim well, and sometimes, 
In- 


deed, 
they 
drown. 
A fish "drowns" 


technically when, floating with its head 
out of the water, Itdies from asphyxia- 
tion. 


Itis not the detention of fish from 


their native 
element 
that makes 
fish 


surgery difficult, for they can be kept 
out of the water for five, six and sev- 
en minutes without the slightest harm 
to them, and there Is no operation that 
requires a longer space 
of time. 
But 


what makes it difficult is the disincli- 
nation of the flesh to heal after it bas 
been cut. 
A wound to heal requires to 


be dry. 
Nothing is more deleterious to 
itthan any sort of moisture, and hence 
the troubles 
of a fish wound bathed 


and soaked in water all the time. In- 
evitably, therefore, 
fish operations are 


simple and slight. 


"A food trough of enameled 
ware 


that will not rust should be used for 
fish. 
At the same time each day their 


oatmeal 
should be put In this trough, 


which should 
always be kept In the 


same place, and as a consequence 
of 


this 
treatment 
the 
fish 
will gather 


around their trough at mealtime, which 
they 
will instinctively 
recognize, 
as 


greedily as hogs, burying then* noses 
in the food when Itis set before them 
and crowding and pushing one another 
in a healthy, 
ravenous 
and 
hoglike 


manner. 
The trough should be cleaned 


once a day lest Itget sour, but the wa- 
ter of the fish should rarely be changed. 
Even when it becomes 
foul smelling it 


should only be changed 
gradually —a 


Quart a day, say—for to change It all 
at once bas the effect of a terrible ex- 
posure—is, indeed, 
the same as if you 


should snatch a child from its warm 
bed and lay itnaked out of doors Inthe 
cold night wind and snow." 


Among the medicines 
that the fish 


doctor gives :f*e castor oil for swelling 
of the swimming bladder and mix vorn- 
lea for debility and emaciation. 
This 


specialist 
also presides 
over the food 


of the fish, inspects 
their food troughs 


thoroughly 
and makes 
microscopic ex- 


aminations of their water to see that it 
contains the proper lifegiving elements 
In their due proportions. 
Regarding 


these matters, which are as Important 
to healthy as to sick fish, the leading 
fish 
doctor 
of Philadelphia 
recently 


said: 


The fish doctor, like the regular doc- 


tor, gives medicine, performs surgical 
operations 
and 
superintends 
bis pa- 


tients' diet and 
environment. 
These 


are the principal operations which he 
performs: Trimming the fish's tall with 
fish shears 
when fungous growths en- 
large it; stripping the fish to remove 
the eggs or milt that have not been 
naturally deposited; excising with the 
lance 
tumors, 
lacerated 
scales 
and 


splinters of bone.

intho eastern soction of Amador, where

Tho letter to Mr. Maxoy says:

willnot affect any bona-fide settlement 
of valid claimupon tho lands which is 
properly instituted prior to tho date

mountains withdrawn from entry and 
turned into forest reserves.

ganization

for tho expounding of a largo quantity 
of water forIrrigation purposes,

The register and receiver at Sacra- 
mento recoivod a similar notification 
Wednesday. 
In tho Sacramento 
dis^ 
tricteighty-six townships were tempo- 
rarily withdrawn and an .investigation 
willbo made of that property looking, 
towards the establishment 
of another 
bigreserve. 
Tho land is in Sierra, Ne- 
vada. Placer. El Dorado, Amador and 
Calaveras counties, and includes about 
all 
of the 
government 
land 
in 
thoso counties not already 'entered 
or 
now known as forost reserves. 
Sliould itbe decided 
that thoso two 
immense tracts ofland aro to bo turned 
iuto forest reserves, 
tho.su 
who have 
entered on a part of tho property will 
bo given *crip, which willentitle them 
to othor property in this or some other 
stato. 


The land is located inTuolumno, Ma- 
dera, 
Mariposa and Fresno 
counties, 
and is a strip from twelvo to twenty- 
four miles in width and about 100 miles 
inlength. 
A good portion ofitis very 
valuable for timber purposes and some 
months ago a largo number 
of filings 
wore made by people who are supposed 
to have boon interested in securing the 
timber. 
A commission will probably 
be namod to visit tho land and 
decide 
as 
to tho advisability 
of forming-a 
forest reserve.

Here we have au increase of near- 


ly90 per cent in one year. 
We are 


not informed as to the quantity per 
car load, but it is safe to assume 
that they would average betweeu 15 
and 20 tons 
each. 
At the 
lesser 


figure this would give 7300 tons for 
the last year, or 20 tons per day. 
Itwillbe noticed that all interests 
have coutribute'd 
to the increase, 


except the single item of firewood, 
which has 
decreased. 
It must 
be 


remembered 
that this is the record 


of one station —the terminus of the 
line. Placerville is just beginning 
to reap the advantages of rapid and 
cheap transportation, and there can 
be littledoubt that 
the volume of 


business 
will continue 
to 
jjrow 


steadily, although perhaps not on so 
large a scale as the past year. With 
the exceptions of slate 
and lumber, 


the resources 
of the country 
tribu- 


tary to Jackson 
are fully equal to 


the region around Placerville. 
To 


make up for the lack of lumber 
and 


slate, we have marble 
and 
granite 


in immense 
quantities, 
which are 


bound to become marketable 
pro- 


ducts with the advent of a railroad.

opinion of the effects

be estimated 
as a guide for 


action in the United States.

This spirit, however, is not in- 


compatible with a degree of content- 
ment. Indeed, unless itis tempered 
and controlled by a fair measure of 
contentment, it becomes a source of 
.danger. 
The United States at the 


present 
time is enjoying a period 


of unprecedented prosperity. 
As a 


result the laboring classes of other 
and less favored countries are flock- 
ing hitherward in great numbers. 
This fact initself is a world-wide ac- 
knowledgment that the workers of 
America are better off here 
than in 


any other land under the sun. 
And 


there can be no question 
that as a 


rule the laborers 
here, are better 


paid, better housed, and more well- 
to-do inevery way, than those of any 
other nation. Common labor inCali- 
fornia commands 
$2.50, and mechan- 


ics from $3 up. 
This record cannot 


be 
equalled, much less beat, any- 


where. 
And at these high figures, 


there is work for all who are able 
and willingto work. 
This state 
of 


affairs might withreason 
be expect- 


ed to bring about —not absolute sat- 
faction—but a more contented spirit 
than exists 
among the 
toilers 
of 


less favored lands. 
But this is not 


the case. 
On the contrary, there is 


more friction 
between 
employers 


and 
employes — 


more 
antagonistic 


feeling between labor and capital— 
in the United States 
than inany 


country. 
The prosperity 
we have 


enjoyed in recent years, instead of 
allaying the irritation, has 
rather 


brought 
it into stronger 
relief. 


There 
has 
been 
an 
epidemic 
of 


strikes all along the line. 
The era 


of peace and harmony is apparently 
as distant as ever. 
This brings us 


back to our proposition, that man is 
an insatiable 
being, no 
matter in 


what department of human activity 
his powers are brought into play. 
Unquestionably, 
the general 
ten- 


dency of this perennial conflict be- 
tween the forces of labor and capi- 
tal has been for human betterment. 
But the question arises, willitand 
can itcontinue 
to be thus in pres- 


ence of an arbitrary or dictatorial 
spirit manifested 
by either 
side. 


It 
is characteristic 
of 
human 


nature tobe dissatisfied with present 
conditions. 
As man 
advances 
in 


civilization, this characteristic 
be- 


comes more pronounced, but allmen, 
whether savage or civilized,are gov- 
erned more orless by this trait. It 
rules inevery department of human 
endeavor. 
No matter in what call- 
inga man may be engaged, 
under 


the powerful influence of this spirit 
he wants to be moving onward. 
He 


desires tobe better prepared to fill 
his lifeplace to-morrow 
than he is 


to-day. 
The human mind is never 


satisfied. 
Inscience and literature, 


in the arts, in business 
and finance, 
itis ever reaching forward forhigher 
achievements. 
This is a wholesome 


feature. 
Itis in fact the spirit of 


progress itself. 
To its mighty im- 


pulses must be attributed 
all the 


advancement 
the 
world has 
made 


from the birth of the 
race.

spirit that prompts a man to do a 
particular thing better than he has 
ever done itbefore, or to do some- 
thing that his brother man has been 
unable to do, is the lever that has 
moved the world inallages.
